Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant continues to argue that the presence of 
additional components in the compositions of Nakajima et at and Nomura et al references allows the claims of the instant invention to be 
patentable thereover. Applicants' arguments regarding the Nakajima et al reference are not persuasive because Applicant's claim 
continues to use "comprising" language. In using such language, the claims are not limited to those recited and the claim can still be 
anticipated by a reference teaching the claimed components and other unclaimed components. See MPEP 21 1 1 .03. Regarding the 
Nomura et al reference, it is the position of the Examiner that the coating composition added to Example 24 (comprising potassium 
sorbate, starch and sodium benzoate) and the data resulting from the anti-rust test provide sufficient disclosure to show that a coating 
composition comprising potassium sorbate (as claimed by Applicant) provides rust inhibition. 
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
